Ford Railroad Profit-Sharing 
Plan Called Worthy. Experiment 
By Interstate Commission 


“It May Solve Employer-Employe Problem” | 
Commerce Body Comments in Explain-— 


ing Method 


to Be Used.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—Henry 


| Ford's plan of profit-sharing on the 


Detroit-Toledo & Ironton YFailroad, 


which he bought two years ago, was 
fully explained today in 4 report 


made public by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 


Any employe of the railroad will 
be permitted, under the plan recently 
approved by the commission, to pur- 
chase in installments out of his 
wages the company’s certificates of 
indebtedness, in denominations of 
$100, $500 or $1000. Employes will 
be permitted to withdraw any 
amounts paid on the certificates at 
any time, but the certificates cannot 
be sold when fully paid for and can 
be retained only by employes of the 
company. 

“The company will undertake to 
invest the ‘money received from its 


employes tor additions and better- 
ments. It must pay a return upon 


the certificates annually, which will 
be made from a special appropria- 
tion of net earnings,’ according to 
the contract. 


In no event is the amount paid 
on the certificates to exceed 25 per 


cent of the net earnings of the sys- 
tem, and the amount will be paid 


only if the Board of Directors-con- 
sider the action warranted. 

In their application for commis- 
sion approval, the Ford executives 
said they believed 50 per cent of the 
road’s employes would purchase the 
securities. 


The commission in its report re- 
marked that while “‘the success of 


the plan is speculative,” it should be 
welcome as a coptribution to the so- 


lution of the problem of fixing re- 
lations between employes and em- 
ployers. 

“The world knows the’ ultimate 
sponsors of this plan as an indus- 
trial genius,” the commission said. 
“It' may be that he can contribute 
something to the field of transporta- 
tion as some of the things he has 
introduced successfully in the field 
of industry. It is our duty to en- 
courage the experiment proposed 
and give it our sanction in so far as 
we are authorized to do sco.” 

Commissioner Eastman dissented 
from the decision granting the per- 
mission on the ground that the fi- 


nancial condition of the Detroit, To- 
ledo & Ironton did not give any 
guarantee of the ability of the com- 


pany to pay a return on the savings 
of its employes. 


FORD TO RETURN 
HIS WAR PROFITS 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
DETROIT, Mich., Oct. 13.—Hen- 


ry Ford will return approximately 
$1,750,000 to the Government, his 
share of the Ford Motor Co.’s profits 
on war contracts, it was learned to- 
day. A letter from his secretary, E. 
G. Leibold, to United States Senator 
Ccuzens, revealed that the Ford Mo- 


tor Co. made a net profit of $7,000,- 
000 on $90,000,000 worth.of con- 
tracts. This is the first announce- 
ment ever made of the Ford Motor 
Co.'s war profits. Ford owned only 
51 per cent of the Ford Motor Co. 
during the war, and, accordingly, re- 
ceived only siightly more than half 
of the $7,000,000. Deducting about 
50 per cent of his $3,500,000 for war 
taxes, Ford’s profit was $1,750,000. 
This he intends to return. ; 
The letter to Senator Cousens also 
gives an outline of the situation with 
[regard to Government audits and 
settlements in connection with Ford 
war contracts. It is revealed that 
War Department auditots were busy 
on the Ford books from the ena of 
1918 until just a few months ago. 
Then a second audit was started by 
authorization of the United States 
Department of Justice, and _ this 
audit is virtually completed. But the 
end of the auditing is not yet. Much 
remains to be done in determining 
the total war tax to be levied and 
the United States Treasury Depart- 
ment has another year yet in which 
it may avail itself of its prtvilege to 
reopen the subject of war taxation. 


Ford’s War Profit Promise Stamped 
by G. O. P. as 


Special tr the Poat-Dishatch. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—Henry 
Ford’s intimation that he intends to 
hand over his war profits to the 
Government attracted particular in- 
terest here, but it was catalogued by 
Republicans as political. propaganda. 
There is no record in Washington, 
so far as can be ascertained, of any 
serious attempt by Ford to bestow 
his war profits on the Government.

Henry Ford,’’ published last year, 
with the authorization of his fam- 
ily, appears the assertion: 

“Henry Ford gave all his war 
profits, $29,000,000, to the Govern- 
ment, with no hampering conditions. 
This vast amount was turned back 
to the Treasury to be used as the 
Government saw fit. This was the 
act of a pacifist” . 

Inquiry at the Treasury has failed 
to disclose any such gift, and the 


puzzle over the meaning of this 
statement has never been solved. 


STEEL WORKERS IN SKYSCRAPER 
RACE 260 FEET ABOVE GROUND 


Two Groups Hustle to Complete Chi-

CHICAGO, Oct. 13.—Two hundred 
and sixty feet above the slippery

was the first world’s skyscraper 
race.

At 10:43 the Burnham 
workers eased the last piece of steel 
into place on their building, the riv- 
eters hustled, and a few moments 
later a shout went up and an Ameri- 
can flag was unfuried.

NEW KOCH HOSPIAL 
DORMITORY DEDICATED 


— 


City Officials Present at Cere- 
mony—Construction Paid for 
by Bond Issue. 


A new dormitory for women pa- 
tients at Robert Koch Hospital, com- 
pleted at a cost of $250,000 from a 
city bond issue voted in 1920, was 
dedicated by city officials yesterday 
| afternoon in a ceremony at the hos- 
| pital, on the Migsissippi River, 
‘south of Jefferson Barracks. The 
| dormitory will house 120 patients. 
and is designed on the most modern 
|Plans for the care of tubercular pa- 
tients. 
| This is the second building com- 
| pleted toward the proposed plant— 
a $2,000,000 hospital with facilities 
for the care of 1000 tubercular pa- 
_tients. Approximately 300 patients 
|are housed in the present adminis- 
| tration or main building and a num- 


| ber of temporary frame cottages. 
About 150 persons were taken to 
the hosiptal on the city harbor boat, 
Erastus Wells, and others went 
there in automobiles. Included were 
city officials, members of the Board 
of Aldermen and Board of Public 
Service, the Citizens’ Supervisory 
Committee, which directed expendl- 
ture of a $3,793,000 bond issue vot- 
.ed in May, 1920, and the Citizens’ 
Supervisory Committee directing ex- 
_penditure of the $87,372,500 bond 
issue voted for public improvements 
'last February. 

| The dedication ceremonies were 
conducted by Mayor Kiel, Director of 
Public Welfare Cunliff, the Rev 
Father Lambert, the chaplain, John 
Edwards, chairman of the 1920 Su- 
pervisory Committee, and President 
Kinsey of the Board of Public Serv- 
ice. A drizzling rain interfered with 
the ceremony to some extent. 

Kinsey, in turning the keys of the 
building over to the Mayor, stated 
that $32,000,000 in permanent im- 
provements had been constructed in 
the city during the administration 
of the Mayor, who is serving the 
second year of his third four-year 
term. Kinsey remarked the building 
was of a permanent type and prob- 
ably would outlast thé administra- 
tion Of the Mayor. The latter’s 
friends occasionally have jocularly 
referred to him as the “perpetual 
Mayor.” 

Structure Is Fireproof. 

The building plans, designed un- 
‘der the direction of L. R. Bowen, 
ehief engineer of bridges and build- 
ings, were approved and commended 
by the National Tuberculosis Soci- 
ety. The structure includes a base- 
ment and three stories for patients, 
40 patients to each story. On each 
floor are 20 rooms, 12 by 15, de- 
signed for two patients to a room. 
|Connecting with each room is a sun 
porch, 12 by 14 feet, closed in with 
large windows which may be opened 
when weather permits. 
| Large sun porches or solariums, 20 
by 40 feet, are at each end of each 
of the floors, to be used for recrea- 
| tion rooms. ‘Those on the third floor 
'are unroofed, to afford the full 

benefit of the sun’s rays to patients 

in advanced stages of tuberculosis. 
Diet kitchens are on each floor, con- 
| necting with the main kitchen in the 
| basement by elevators. Modern hos- 
| pital equipment is provided through- 
out, with many features for the com- 
fort of patients. The building is 
fireproof, virtually no wood being 
|used in the structure. 

| The building was erected from a 
$400,000 fund set aside for Robert 
Koch Hospital from $1,100,000 voted 
for hospitals in 1920. The other 
| $700,000 was set aside for the, devel- 
‘opment of the St. Louis Training 
School for Feeble-Minded, north of 
the city. The 1923 bond issue in- 
(cludes $590,000 for Koch Hospital. 
Work is to be started soon on re- 
modeling the main building and 
‘adding a fourth story, at a cost of 
$160,000, of which $70,000 will be 
from the 1920 fund and $90,000 
‘from the new bond issue. Plans are 
| being completed for a $65,000 kitch- 
‘en building, and an $85,000 dormi- 
tory for employes.

That is a lot of money, but the | 
question of whether it is too much | 
or not enough is entirely dependent 
on the value of the roads. 

The average taxpayer (outside the 
District of Columbia) pays not less 
than 20 mills on the dollar on the 
selling value of his property for city, 
county, school and State taxes. Ex- 
amine your tax receipt and see if 
that is not true. ‘ 

If the railroads are receiving the 
same treatment as the average tax- 
payer they have no reason to com- 
plain. 

At least one responsible spokes- 
man for the roads had publicly ar- 
gued that the roads are worth $365,- 
000,000. On that basis their annual 
taxes should be about $700,000,000. 

The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission has tentatively valued the 
roads at nearly $20,000,000. If that 
is the right figure the roads should 
be paying about $400,000,000 in 
taxes. 

Senator Brookhart and other Pro- 
gressives say the market value of all 
the stocks and bonds of the roads is 
between $13,000,000,000 and $165,- 
000,000,000, and that the latter sum 
will cover all the money prudently 
invested in the properties. ; 

Twenty mills on $15,000,000,000 
would be $300,000,000—the amount 
the roads say they are now paying. 

The truth is the roads want their. 
properties valued at one figure—_ 
and that an unreasonably high one’ 
—for rate-making purposes and at | 
a very much lower figure for pur- | 
poses of taxation. 

The people are not likely to agree | 
to that arrangement. They will in- | 
sist that taxes and dividends be paid | 
on the same valuation.

der of the Heynolds County Court 
received by State Au@itor HMack- 
mann todey. 

As is known, Hackmann sent two 
of his examiners to Reynolds Coun- 
ty Thursday to make an audit of 10 
county offices following receipt of 
e letter from EF. R. January, Prose- 
cuting Attorney, advising of the ar- 
rest of Baker and stating that the 
\financial affairs of the county were 
in bad shape 


Hackmann acted under authority 
of a petition signed by more than 550 
residents of Reynolds County, asking 
an audit of the books of 10 county 
officials Under the petition, how- 
ever. the State Auditor had no au- 
thority to proceed immediately to 
audit the Treasurer's books ahead 
of the others. The special order of 
‘the County Court, entered Friday, 
'permits this to be done. 

Information reached here today 
‘that Baker furnished bend imme- 
diately after his arrest. He then ob- 
tained additiona! clerical] heip in his 
office and began a check of the 
books. He contends, it is learned 
here, that there is no shortage in his 
office, but admits that the method 
lof bookkeeping might be bettered.

It has been estimated that Dr. Davis had spent 
no less than $225,000 on his Taney County property 
at the time of his death. He had found it necessary 
te borrow money from time tw time through a local 
bank. Knowing that Dr. Davis had a bucrative prac- 
tice in Chicago and was a man of high standing. and 
sharing fully in his belief that the property could 
be made into a paying proposition, the bank offi- 
cials were not doing any worrying until the sud- 
den death of the doctor intervened. That put a 
different face on the proposition. There was much 
yet to be done before Ridgedale Farm could prove 
itself a financial success. Now, with Dr. Davis re 
moved, what would become of the ambitious project? 
lt was recalled that even down around Hollister, as 
well as up in Springfield. the unofficial capital of 
the Ozark region, there had been some who pooh- 
poohed the notion that such a big experiment in fruit 
farming could be made successful on those rocky 
hills.

job, but it’s worth the effort.”

mental defectives — Odd _ things 
which are being discovered by a 
court’s psychopathic laboratory — 
Drawing from memory as a test of 
the mind leads to discovery of 
“mental fingerprints’ — What a 
noted authority says cities should. 
do to discover and protect mental 
defectives se 23 2: 


WAS instrumental in sending seven men 
to the galiows when I was a prosecutor in 
the Chicago courts. Now I know that at 
least six of them never should have gone 
there.”’ 
Thus speaks Chief Justice Harry Olson of 
the Chicago Municipal! Court. Judge Olson 
has held this high office 16 years and for 10 years 
before going on the bench he was Assistant State's 
Attorney, in which capacity he personally conducted 
all the important criminal prosecutions in Chicago. 

It is @ thing of tremendous import for a man 
like Judge Olsgn to assert that six misdirections of 
the law. with his active assistance, cost six lives 
that should not have been sacrificed. 

Yet, in making this statement, the noted Judge is 
not pointing an accusing finger at himself. He is 
not voicing a belated confession to soothe -his an- 
guished conscience. He is rather attempting to give 
to the world a share of the knoWledge which he says 
has come to him since those days between 1896 and 
1906, when. as a relentless progecutor, he fought 
for the conviction and purmishment of men and 
women accused of crime because he was just a cog 
in the great legal machine which moves slowly but 
surely in the destruction of those who dare to op- 
pose it. 


In recent addresses Judge Olson has been saying 
over and over: “If I had known then what I know 
now I would never have sent those men to the 
gatiows.”’ 

“But why?” asks the cross-examining legal pe- 
dant, tied hand and foot to ancient traditions. 

“Because,” answers Judge Olson, “I am now con- 
vinced that these men, like large numbers of: the 
criminal classes, were mentally defective and their 
defect was the cause of their criminality.” 

The Judge's observation in his long career has 
convinced him that heredity plays a large part in the 
creation and perpetuation of those mental defects 
which lead to the commission of crime. He is now 
regarded as one of the chief exponents in the United 
States of the theory of inherited criminal instincts 
and he aiso is one of the leading proponents of eu- 
genics as a means of preventing the propagation of 


gue unfit. He has long been known as one of the 


first advocates of the farm colony plan for the segre- 
gation and treatment of the feeble-minded. He was 
a pioneer in this field, but the idea has grown until 
now all but a few states have these farm colonies. 
Even the large cities, including St- Louis. have 
fallen in line. . 

To aid in scientific research into the causes of 
criminality, Judge Olson has established the Munici- 
pal Court Psychopathic Laboratory, which makes ex- 
haustive clinical studies of defendant. especially of 
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JUDGE HARRY OLSON. 
“I know at least siz of them should not have been 
hanged.” , 


those haled into the Juvenile Court. The labora- 
tory is under the direction of Dr. W. J. Hickson, 
widely kne--n as ah expert in the classification of 
menta! dise. ‘s. As a result of the work in the 
laboratory hundreds of defendants have escaped 
prosecution on criminal charges and have been sent 
to farm colonies, where pleasant swrroundings and 
right living have enabled many of them to regain 
their mental Balance, or at least to orercome the 
tendencies which but for such care might eventually 
have taken them to the foot of the gallows. 

Judge QOlson’s belief that mental defectiveness, 
largely hereditary, is responsible for most crimes, 
is looked upon askance by many leading iegal 
lights. In fact, he himself says that when the truth 
finally is acknowledged it will be recognized by 
the legal profession last of all. 

The reason for this, he said in @ recent address. 
is that the law concerns iteelf with the erime com- 
mitted, rather than with: the person who commits 
it. The law assumes that the defendant knows the 
difference between right and wrong and it proceeds 
on that theory in prosecuting him. 


Citing cases from his own experience, Judge Olson 
recalls cases in the criminal courts of Chicago in 
which it never occurred to anybody—Judge. jurors, 
prosecutors 6r defendant’s counsel—to take into con- 
sideration the antecedents of the accused, his in- 
herited- mental characteristics or his capacity to dis- 
tinguish between right and wrotg. 

“The first fact that attracted my notice, and 
would engage the attention of one who began an 
investigation of crime and its conditions. was the 
uniformity of the number, character and conditions 
of crime.” 

After citing figures to show how closely paralie! 
are the crime percentages in all civilized countries, 
Jadge Olson thus reaches the conclusion that the 
present method of corrective punishment and parole 
do not meet the requirements in reducing crime:

of drawings by five different individuals in each 
sroup, showing in the feeble-minded groups ‘ack of 
perception and anaiysis: in the alcoholic croups 
lack of perception. the presence of confabuilation 
and coarse, irregular. alcoholic tremor: in th: drug 
habitue, lack of perception and a characteristic fine 
line with tremor: in the Dementia Praecox. phantasy. 
or the addition of finishing touches of their own: 
in paresis, lack of perception. analysis, and in some 
cases @ very irregular and coarse ataxic tremor, sim- 
ilar to the alcoholic. except they do not approxi- 
mate the design as closely. The drawine« are un- 
selected cases as they come in the court, and illus- 
trate one small test of the numerous ones emploved. 
and show the effect of these various diseases.on one 
of our very important menta! functions visual mem. 
ory-——and furnish the psychologist with whai tay be 
a rough mental “finger-print’’ method of identifica- 
tion of mental disturbance.”’ 

The revelation that mental! defectives of the same 
type always showed the same characteristice ip 
drawings made from memory is called by Judge 
Olson ‘“‘the laboratory's only discovery.”’ It has since 
been verified by European scientists. 

Summing up the results of the work already done 
by the laboratory and suggesting further efforts. 
Judge Olson says: | 


‘“‘We are finding that many of the common crimes 
are due to feeble-mindedness, morai defect, the in- 
sanities, especially Démentia Praecox in its various 
forms; the cretinoids, epileptoids and psychopathic 
constitutions. These cases, of course, are not cured 
by imprisonment in jails and penitentiaries. The 
lower grades now find their way into feeb!e-minded 
institutions and insane asylums, and the higher 
grades of feeble-minded and many of the Dementia 
Praecox cases into penitentiaries. 

“What is the promise of the future’? The feeble- 
minded situation as a whole is a hopeless one. Our 
only present methods of handling this situation are 
isolation and sterilization. since we realize more 
and more daily that the vast majority of these cases 
are of a hereditary nature. However, the: possible 
regeneration deserves some study for its possibili- 
ties, especially since, at the present time. the prob- 
lem of isolating and controlling our large feeble- 
minded and psychopathic population is so gigantic. 
As for the treatment of the defective delinquents who 
get into the courts, the farm colony offers the one 
solution. The by-product of the manufacturing 
world has become almost an industry of itself. and 
this human by-product of the industrial and com- 
mercial world can in its turn be utilized to a very 
high extent in such colonies. The psychopathic and 
Dementia Praecox case should be recognized at the 
earliest possible moment. The psychopath, the proe- 
cox case, when taken in the early years and given 
the proper training, can undoubtedly be he!'ped. The 
feeble-minded, especially the higher grades. which 
are more or less difficult to recognize in the early 
years, except by the expert, should be sorted out 
and new methods of training evolved. 

‘The courts of our large cities must meet the re- 
sponsibilities thrown upon them by thé discoveries in 
science by instituting psychopathic laboratories, so 
that the criminal defective may be identified If fol-

lowed by legislation perniitting the segregation of the 
detective classes who need such care, we shall have 
made a substantial advance in controlling crime. 

“It will thus be seen that the findings of the lab- 
oratory are full of significance for neurology, psy- 
chiatry. psychology, ethics, and especially for crim- 
inology. The objective view of crime has hereto- 
fore prevailed in the Uhited States: the laboratory 
emphasizes the personal side of the criminal and the 
subjective side of the crime. The slight advance 
made in the battle for the suppression of crime has 
been due to the fact that we have relied upon legisla- 
tion prescribing penalties instead of doing what 
we should long have attempted—-study the individual 
himself who commits crime. We have laid too great 
importance on the environmental! factors and paid 
too little attention to the problem of heredity. 

“Where heredity plays a part as it does with the 
feeble-minded, insanities and psychopathic, the laws 
of eugenics must be invoked. Bad heredity creates 
a bad environment immediately, but it takes bad en- 
vironment ages to create a bad heredity, if it does 
at all. After a generation or two of combating 
crime, insanity and feeble-mindedness along these 
new lines,-we shall find that these defective stocks 
will gradually disappear. The battle against the in- 
crezse of mental deficiency and crime is as important 
as the battle against tuberculosis, with the pros- 
pects of ultimately conquering fully as hopeful as 
in the battle on tuberculosis. 

“In order to win the war against crime and mental 
deficiency we must develop medical men who can 
lead. Large cities of the country, which are a!so 
medical centers, should lead the way in developing 
great teaching centers from which other cities might 
draw its experts. Ifere. then. is the oppertunity aid

These inclade the various 
substances which were applied inter- 
nally or externally. also manipulations 
of the body and purely menta! treat- 
ments. They cured their hundreds or even their 
thousands, then waned in popularity and finaily 
were discarded. 

“All down the centuries we have had al! sorts of 
means for the cure of disease.” says this doctor. 
‘They have come and gone. Nearly every substance 
on the earth or from under the earth or the heavens 
above has been used as a vaunted care. and has suc- 
ceeded in a number of cases. 


‘Nearly every kind of persuasion. psychological. 
metaphysical, religious. superstitious. scientific and 
above all, pseudo-scientific. has been used effica- 
ciously in the same wary.” 

The amazing thing about these “curious cures.” 
later discredited and shown to have no value what- 
ever, is that they really did cure for a while.  Lit- 
erally thousands of people. suffering from various 
diseases, were cured, or at ieast benefited. before the 
successive fads reached their inevitable end. 

Another surprising point is that when later ex 
perience had shown the worthlessness of magnets. 
or mummy flesh, or moss scraped from a convict’s 
skull. or “tar water.” or the electric ring or other 
‘“eures"’ which sound merely ludicrous today, the pa- 
tients who had been “cured” remained “cured.” 

Each century laughs at the absurd ‘‘cures” which 
peemed such marvelous discoveries to earlier times. 
No doubt the twenty-first century will derive as 
much amusement from some of the medical fashions 
of the present, according to Dr. James J. Walsh. who 
cites hypnotism among several other widely heralded 
agencies of recent vears which were going to revoln- 
tionize the art of heating. but which now have been 
definite’s abandoned. “Hypnotism is a thing of the 
past. psychoanalrsis will be before long.” he de- 
c’ares, linkine the two together only as des ined for 
the list of “cures” that have failed 

Besides being an M. D.. Dr. Watsh is a Ph. D. and 
a Se. D. and holds the post of profeseor of phvsio- 
logica! psvycholagyv at Cathedral College and College 
of the Sacred Heart. New York Cirv. and is an ex- 
tension professor at Fordham University and lec- 
turer in pevchology at Marywood College. Scranton. 
Pa. His new book is entitled “Cures—The Story of 
the Crres That Fail” (D. Appleton & Co.). 

It should be borne in mind. and Dr. Walsh em- 
phasizes the fact thronghont his hiehiv diverting 
volume, that even the mort ridicnious and prepos- 
terous of these ‘“‘cures”™ did have their record of suf- 
ferers made well again. The explanation can be 
given in one word—sug¢gestion 

“Only a very definite change in the attitude of 
mind of people toward themselves will cure par- 
chonenurosis, and agythine that will cause that 
change will prove eminently curative in a great many 
cases.’ states this chronicler of comic opera inci- 
dents in medical history. The remedy mav be any- 
thing. from walking barefoot in the grass to swal- 
loving the most loathsome messes. so long ae the 
patient beliewes that the treatment wil! benefit him 
Thus. unconsciously. he supplies his own “cure.” 

The reason that such “cures” finally lose their 
power to heal and find themselves in the limbo of 
rejected panaceas is that they were tried first by 
the people most amenable to suggestion. These pa- 


tients were cured, or highly benefited. As the num- 


ber of cures increased, and the fame of the new rem- 
edy spread, it was taken by persons of less sug- 
gestibilits Lacking the faith of the sanguine figst- 
comers, and the psychonenrotic basis which undoubt- 
edivy underlay most of the cases “cured,” they did 
not profit from the “cure."" Eventually, the monunt- 
ing tota! of failures proved that the “cure” was a 
“cure” no longer. 

Among “cures with a punch.’ as Dr. Walsh labe'ls 
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Among other herbal drugs, mandrake enjoyed a particalar regard in the Middle Ages. And it was @ 
much more effective if it had been gathered in-a graveyard at night. especially in the of . 


some of his exhibits, were plants which had been 
obtained from graveyards. They were especially 
valued if the plants had not been deliberately plant- 
ed there. and if they were pulled in the dark of the 
moon. The buried human bodies were supposed to 
impart some of their remaining vital forces. the v-<- 
etative life at least. to the earth and thus to the 
plants. 

Remedies prepared from graveyard planis acted 
much more efficacionusly than those from the com- 
mon garden variety, on a great many persons. That 
was a matter of observation so common as to be 
quite certain. Patients felt that it should be so 
and it was so, for centuries : 

Mandrake was a graveyard drug which enjoyed a 
particular superstitious regard during the Middle 
Ages. Its root is often forked like a man. and the 
first part of the name was supposed to emphasize 
the relationship between the plant and a human 
being. These were the “signatures” on the plant 
which proved that it must be good for human ills. 

One of the most prized substances partaking of 
the mysterious curative properties of the mandrake 
was Mummy. From the time of the Crusades, and 
perhaps eren earlier, portions of embaimed bodies of 
the ancient Egyptians were considered a potent in- 
gredient of prescriptions for very difficult cases—- 
the obstinate. chronic cases. 

The reasoning was that, since the materials used 
by the Egyptians had successfully preserved the per- 
ishabie mortal remains through so many centuries. 
they must be equally capable of keeping the living 
body whole. Moreover, there was the feeline that 
these embalmed bodies, since they bore so close a 
resemblance to living human beings. must possess

ous cases. Of course, many people suffer from real 
palsies and lameness, due to neuritis and interfer- 
ence with the circulation or to apoplexy, but the 
neuroses are ever so much commoner than the or- 
ganic conditions. 

Another set of cures are those connected with 
venomous reptiles. “Rattlesnake oil,” for instance, 
long bore the reputation of curing affections which 
had resisted all other modes of treatment, especialiy 
the joint pains and muscle pains of the elderly. Its 
oil is not different from that of other snakes living 
on about the same food, but the fact that the rattle- 
snake secretes an intense poison was supposed to 
add to the effectiveness of its oil when used as a 
cure. However, “rattlesnake oil’ went the way 
of other “cures” which were heralded with a flour- 
ish of trumpets. says Dr. Walsh. 

Rattlesnake poison itself has been used to some 
extent, although as a rule by irregular practitioners 
of medicine, he states, and with reported success for 
epilepsy. But epilepsy, with its large neurotic ele- 
ment, has given reputation to more ‘cures’ than 
almost any other, and has been the pitfall for more 
of them. 

The sloughed skin of the snake. with the rattle- 
snake as a favorite, has been credited with a wan- 
derful curative effect in chronic throat troubles or 
muscular aches and pains. Again it is a case of sug- 
gestion, since the well-known “ball in tle throat’’ ts 
one of the most frequent symptoms of hystepda. The 
snake skin also served very well for hysterical mut- 
ism. And in women the thyroid gland in the neck 
is particularly liable to be influenced by neurotic 
conditions. The snake skin would readily affect 
its secretion, which has much to do with controlling 
the secretions of other ductless glands. 

Reptile remedies have also included the use of 
the rattier’s rattles for headache, which was sup- 
posed to be soothed by this weird sound. The rat- 
tles were believed also to be good for ear noises and 
even to stimulate and strengthen defective hearing. 

A nauseous chapter in the history of medicine, and 
some of it not very old history, either, concerns 
the use of waste material from the barnyard and 
sink. It is almost incredible that such substances 
should have been employed as eye washes, for mak- 
ing poultices and even administéred internally. Dr. 
Walsh was told by a man that the latter, during a 
diphtheria epidemic, had saved his two children by 
blowing down their throats the dried powder of a 
revolting substance picked up in the dooryard. 

Crushed vermin of various kinds. and especially 
various kinds of lice, have been a favorite cure-all 
for many of the eruptive and itching diseases. Such 
prescriptions have been favorites in all quarters of 
the world. They were favored especially in China, 
where, as the author remarks, there was a supply 
of vermin quite equal to any demand which might 
be made upon it. Itching is very largely a matter 
of mental attention, anyway, declares the author.

“She cited many cases among the neighbors on 
Bald Mountain (this was in Pennsylvania, not Ken- 
tucky) who had been ‘cured’ in this way. One pipe- 
ful was guaranteed to relieve to a very’great extent 
any toothache, and two pipefuls would do.away 
with the worst toothache anvone ever._had. Even 
this lady was quite sure that her tooth. whith had 
been bothering her a very great deal. was much 
better ever since she had the first whiff of this curi 
ous mixture.”’ 

One of the laugh makers to present-day students 
of medical history is the account of Bishop Berkeley 
and his tar water PRerkeley was the great idealist 
philosopher, one of the ereatest thinkers in the 
whole field of English philosophy. an extremely 
learned man of very high character and, probably. 
the most distinzuished and best belored man of his 
generation in the British Isles. 

But Bishop Berkeley held one very odd belief— 
that he could cure himself and his friends of every 
ill to which flesh is heir by means of tar water. If 
was made by stirring a gallon.of water with a quart 
of tar, letting the mixture stand for 48 hours and 
then pouring off the clear water. Modern science 
knows that nothing of any chemical significance had 
been dissolved out of the tar by the water, ‘“‘but the 
smell of the tar clung fluid and so it waa 
rather easy to persuade one’s self that one must be 
taking something,’ as Dr. Walsh comments. 

Bishop Berkeley was so sure his tar water would 
cure absolutely everything that he wrote a famous 
essay on the virtues of tar water—an essay which 
according to Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes, ‘“‘begins 
with the receipt for his favorite fluid and slides by 
gentile gradations into-an examination of the sublim- 
est doctrines of Plato.” 

But the modern doctor classes 
“emell cure.”” of which there have 
the history of medicine, but none which have at 
tracted such lofty intellectual attention as that of 
Bishop Berkeley. The principal efficacy of such sub- 
stances*as asafetida and valerian was due to their 
penetrating and pervasive odor. Probably the onion 
owes much of its repute as a particularly health- 
giving vegetable to its strong odor. And Dr. Waish 
states that an odor can release energy for the cure 
of various affections quite as well as anything elise 

Although our generation has gotten partly away 
from the persuasion that a medicinal compound is 
efficacious just in proportion to the nastiness of its 
taste, yet the flavor is still important, says Dr 
Walsh. Any proprietary medicine must have a 
strong ‘“‘mediciny’’ taste, if it is to be successful. It 
must not be forgotten, he reiterates, that the influ- 
ence of the medicine is to be exerted on the mind 
rather than the body. And printers’ ink is the most 
important ingredient in these remedies. 

What the author considers to be “the most amu- 
ing series of incidents in the history of medicine in 
America” are those connected with the story of Dr. 
Flisha Perkins, Norwich, Conn., and his famous 
metallic tractors. Dr. Perkins. himself the son of @ 
physician, was a gradnate of Yale and practiced for

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The Grape Queen of the Ozarks 


culturists reason to hope that ‘this State 
again may go to the front in grape cul- 
ture. They point out that there are, in- 
numerable acres of Ozark lagd, to be 
had cheaply. which nature intended for 
the growing of grapes. Roughly esti- 
mated, the Davis vineyards now are pro- 
ducing about $2°% worth of grapes to 
the acre. Grape aes are self-perpetu- 
ating. Once a good stand is achieved, it 
is merely a matter of proper attention to 


did not do quite so well, it is said, 
though with peaches, apples and grapes 
combined the farm is producing perhaps 
more than last year’s crops brought. 

“We raised about two tons of grapes 
to the acre this year,” said Manager Cal- 
lison, “marketing them all ourselves. 
We ship from. Melva, a siding on the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad near the farm. 
Our grapes go to various parts of the 
country, including Kansas City, 5t. 
Louis, Chicago and New York. We sell 
them direct to dealers in Texas and vari- 
ous other states.” 

Ozark grapes are said to be superior 
in size and flavor to the average grape 
grown elsewhere. There seems to be 
eomething in the roeky soil that gives 
superiority to the grape as well as to the 
apple and the peach. Forty carloads of 
Ridgedale Farm grapes were shipped 
from the Melva siding this season. The 
grapes are packed in crates and in 
baskets and are sold for table consump- 
tion at good prices. 

The grapne-gatherine season begins 
about the middle of August and lasts for 
a month. Men and women. boys and 
girls to the number of about 250. from 
villages and farms in Taney County and 
from below the Arkansas line gather at 
the Davis farm and do the work of gath- 


ering 21d packing, under the direction 
of Mrs. Davis and Manager Callison. 
Some of them camp in tents and others 
occupy small tenapt houses. It is a 
merry crowd, despite the work in the 
hot sua, for at night there is phono- 
graph xusic, and some of the old-tim- 
ers play the fiddle and the young peo- 
ple dance. Mrs. Davis enjoys these oc- 
casions far more than she enjoyed the 
conventional! social functions to which 
she used to be party in Chicago. 

Roy Callison was one of the “finds” 
of the late Dr. Davis. He used to be a 
guide on the White River float. Dr. 
Davis met him on one of the annual out- 
ings and found that Callison snew a tot 
about fruit culture. -—In the early years 
of the Ridgedale development Dr. Davis 
had associated with him the Rev. George 
Carmichael, who had been a stnaent of 
apple and grape culture. When Mr. 
Carmichael stepped out, Rov Callison 
stepped in. The latter now is regarded 
as one of the most expert of the Ozark 
country’s orchardists and vineyardists. 

It is the vineyard deyelopment that 
attracts the most attention down there 
and throughout the countrv. In the 
vear 1870 Missouri was rated as first 
among all the states in grape produc- 
tign. California and other states came 
into the field and passed Missouri. The

keep the vineyard producing regularly 


and increasingly for an indefinite num- 


ber of years. 
The first cost is the main problem. 


The ground is prepared by being plowed. 


Then rough posts, similar to fenceposts, 
are driven into the ground in rows 10, 
feet apart, being set about eight feet 
apart in the row. A wire is strung from 
rost to post, about 18 inqhes above the 
ground.

she encountered almost insurmoitntable 
cbstacles. . 

To begin with, the written records of 
the affair had been destroyed in the fall 
of the fortress.
